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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach a controller capable of controlling the FCS in response to the signal from 
the landing gear. The claim language necessitates that the landing gear system be in 
communication with the controller of the FCS. The prior art does not teach this 
connection nor this ability to communicate. 

4. Applicant's Landing iaf system is used to determine whether or not the aircraft is 
on the grounds. The prior art does not each a FCS control that is capable of responding 
to a signal from the landing gear. The FCS is not the autopilot, these are two separate 
subsystems. Autopilot controls only the navigation and course control, and the FCS 
controller controllers the operations of the fuel tank inerting system, and the prior art 
does not disclose a connection between the FCS and autopilot and thus the landing 
gear.
